Rainbow Stripes

Contract* Made by Whlcfc th« Berr- 


tee Will Be Greatly Improved. 


The. post office department is deVotc 


ing special attention to the postal needs 
,of the interior districts of Alaska and 
has just completed an arrangement for 
steamboat mail service, which togethei 
with the overland service recently con- 
tracted for from Junean to eircle City, 
900 miles up the Yukon river, vrill prove 
a vast improvement in the communica- 
tion between that territory and the rest 
of the United States. Th% steamboat 
service contract has just been let to Pi 
B. Ware, of Chicago, at $3,000 for five 
round trips. The overland contract 
applies to letters only, -but th« one now 
entered into provides for carrying all 
'kinds of mail with an outside limit ol 
Rve tons on each steamer. Two rival 
companies are brought together in this 
scheme; the AlasVa Coinmercial com- 
pany, with sailings from San Francisco,, 
and the Worth American Transporta- 
tion & Trading' company, fooin Sea* 
tie. The route will be around Oun- 
afcafaa to the month of th* Yukon, with 
a transfer there to the river steamers 
for Circle. Trips from San Francisco 
will be made about the 5th of June, of 
August and of September -while steam- 
ers, will leave Seattle about June 10 
and August to.
